Torpedoed and Sunk in North Sea, 
Two of CrewKilled-Big Reinforced 
German Army of 600,000 Men

London, April 23.—-After a lull of several days" the Ger- 


man submarines have resumed their activities in the North 
Sea against the British fleet. . In continued violation of the rul- 
ing of the last Hague resolutions war is still being carried out 
by the underwater craft of the Kaiser against fishing vessels. 
The British steam trawler St. Lawrence was torpedoed and 
sunk in the North Sea by a German 'submarine Thursday. 
Two members of the St. Lawrence's crew were killed when 
the torpedo hit the vessel and the other seven men who com- 
pleted the crew were picked up from the water by the trawler 
Queensiown and landed at Grimsby. 


According to the report of the sailors, the Queenstown was 


also attacked by the-submaririe after her rescue of the sur- 
viv6rs, but that vessel by superior speed and :the fact that she 
was sorne distance away when^diiicovered made her escape 
without damage.
